' “Nothing venture, nothing win,’’ was 
the line of argument evidently followed 
py the enterprising Amateurs—who—pro 
moted the production of Oscar Wilde’s 
famous play, “An Ideal Husband,” staged 
at the Theatre Royal last night, for 
we doubt if a more ambitious venture, in 
amateur theatricals, has ever been at- 
tempted—cortainly not in Hongkong. © 
In. the selection of this play, they ran 
two great risks: the cisk of failure in 
presentation and interpretation of tho 
famous author’s great work, and the risk 
of the audience’s lack of appreciation of 
the class of play with. its wonderfully 
brilliant, paradoxical dialogue. Experi- 
ence has shown, us that the Hongkong 
playgocr profers musical comedy to a 
play which might require to he followed 
carefully and with deep understanding, 
and it is therefore all the more creditable 
that last night’s audience sat deoply 
absorbed in the piece. and watched its 
progress with marked interest, Bernard 
Shaw in his “ Dramatic Opinions and: 
Essays” refers to Oscar Wilde as “the only 
thorough Playwright”; and this in his 
criticism of the play in question’ when 
produced at the Haymarket Theatre in 
1895. Apart-from the brilliant dialogue, 
-which runs through it from start. ‘to 
finish, “An Ideal Husband"’ ‘appeals.to” 
one very largely on account of its 
* possibility.” Unlike .a great many 
plays, there is not a situation that is not 
possible or ‘indeed that, given the same 
‘or similar circumstances, would not occur 
in every-day lifo. It dwells on the most 
wonderful of all gospels, ‘the Gospel of 
Gold,’ the, most terrible of all philoso- 


phies,the—Philosophy—of Power—th 
most. fascinating subjects that could pos- 
“ stbly be expounded to the ambitious, to 
whom the vory idea of possessing power 
over other mon, and the knowledge that 
ouly the rich possess it, may influence the 
most moral, the most honourable, the best 
of-us to sink for the moment to some act 
of shamp in order to reach the goal, and 
we miy possibly have to face the conse- 
quences—aftor_many—years--haye -passed, 


when we thought our action forgotten. 
Such is Sir Robert Chiltern’s position, 
when after many years of an unblemished 
political life he -is suddenly faced with 
asin committed in his youth, when he was 
private secretary to a Cabinet Minister. 
Yielding to temptation held out to him 
then by a cortain Baron Arnheim he gave

ORIGIN OF THE FILIPINOS. 


“TRACED FROM PREHISTORIC AGES. 


An interesting paper, originally read 
before the Philippine ‘Academy. has just 
come from the hands of the printer, and 
is receiving considerablo attention from 
those interested in Philippine history, re- 
marks the Manda Times. This ig the 
“Origin of the Malayan Filipinos,” by 
Dr. Najeeb M. Saleeby, one of the best 
informed students of the subject. 

_He traces the race from prehistoric 
times to. the present, his knowledge of 
Asiatic and dead languages assisting to a 
great extent in the research. The 
Pagalogs, says Father Chirno, had a fable 
to the effect that the first man and woman 
were t<wing who developed inside of a joint 
of bamboo which opened of itself, and let’ 
them out, Similar fables exist among the 
Samal, Magindanaw and Lanao Moros, 

the tribes of Luzon, Borneo, 


‘The: traditions and legends of the 
primitive tribes of tho Philippine islands 
show very clearly that their forefathers 
arose in this land, and that they have 
been here ever since creation. Thoy 
further: say. that the coast tribes and for- 
eigners came fater and fought them, and 
took possession of the land which they 
ceeupy at present. When Masha’ike, the 
earliest recorded immigrant, roached 
Sulu island the aborigines had already 
developed to such a state of culture that 
they had large settlements along the coast, 
and datus or rajas. These aborigines are 
often referred to in Sulu aid Mindanao 
as Manubus. Manubus means those who 
arew up.

—Traditions of a deluge that threatened 
to exterminate the race are met with-in 
Mindano and Luzon, and robably in all 
the islands. In Mindano the people, who 
were saved: from destruction by Indra 
Batara, were hiding on Mt, Bita, the 
highest peak in Moro territory. indro 
Batara 1s the most prominent figure in 
Moro mythology, and_is also. the Hindu 
king of the heavens.

traditions plainly state that they left the 
coast of Johore and settled in Sulu and 
Mindanao, The most typical of this 
‘tribe now inhabit the island of Basilan, 
off the west coast of Mindanao, and all 
of the Sulu islands. They still migrate 
and travel east and west between Sulu 
and Borneo and the Malacca straits. 

The Malayan Filipinos of ‘to-day pre- 
sent three distinct classes. The pagan, 
or hill tribes, , the Christians, the most 
civilized’ Filipinos, and the Moors. At 
first sight, the. difference between these 
classes seems to be so immense that we 
wonder whether they ‘have anything in 
common. The hill. tribes must have’ been 
primitive from the beginning, and re-

arrival of. Mahomedan missionaries and 
pie in. Sulu. The second era, it may 
‘said, began in western Malaysia’ in 
and we may 
reasonably suppose’ that it reached the 
coast of the Phitippines not Jater than 
the fifth century. e first era must have 
begun a Jong time ‘before the. second, 
ossibly about 1500 8.c. ; : 
It-is—a—fect-- worthy--of_note. that the 
famous epics and Vedic hymns of ancient 
India are recognised, though in a crude 
form, in ths. song-lore of Mindanao, 
These songs are tabooed by the devout 
Mahomedans, and are not Jearned or 
recited by the panditas, or pricsts. They 
are best known around Lake Lanao, where 
the Moros are. most exclusive in their 
habits and intercourse, and where foreign 
communications have been almost entirely 
eut off. . 
They could/not haye been brought into 
-the-eountry_after.the.15th century and 
are necessarily. relics‘ of a former era 
ang previous worship. The wor ‘p of 
the Vedic-gods was not restricted to the 
tribes that were afterward Mahom- 
edanised, but exists at present amon, the 
hill tribes of Mindanao,-and must have 
been very common among the ancient 
Bisayaus and Tagalogs of Luzon
